A large nodule of (lint broken to give two planes at right angles to each other. All 
the edges and prominent projections show signs of pounding. 

— Long o m. cent., wide at larger 
end o m. 09 cent. — Heights over Thebes. G. Schweinfurth. 

A nodule was broken across to give a wedge-shaped end for hitting or cutting. The 
smaller end forms a natural round handle.

10 cent. — Heights over Thebes. G. Schweinfurth. 

A flat oval nodule of flint has had a flake taken olT from one side, and then two flakes 
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on the other side have been removed to meet this : a cutting edge is formed by 
this. The cutting or chopping edge is much used.

— From the old diluvial strata, Wadien Thebes. G. Sebweinfurtb. 

A lunate nodule has had a large (lake struck o(T and the edges so made used. If used 
for scraping, two hands could be employed. 

63008. Eolithic chopper. — Grey flint. — Long, o m. lU cent., wide o m. 

10 cent. — From tbe old diluvial strata, Wadien Thebes. G. Schwein- 
furth. 

A nodule broken naturally gave .sharp edges. These are much broken by use, and a 
number of flakes have been struck, accidentally (?), from the edge on which is the 
original white chalky crust. 

63009. Eolithic chopper and scraper. — Grey flint. — Long, o in. i ^ cent. — 
From the old diluvial strata, Wadkn Thebes. G. Scbweinfiirth. 

An irregular nodule that was broken across probably naturally. The edges sliow much 
use, especially on one side where there is an edge-like concave edge of a crescent. 
Each of the two ends or points of the crescent shows much pounding. 

63010. Eolithic chopper. — Grey flint. — Long o m. 12 cent., wide o m. 
09 cent. — From the diluvial terraces at Qourna Thebes. 

A fragment of flint gave naturally, or was worked to give, a culling edge. The edge 
shows signs of considerable use.

A flake, >u(h a marked bulb, that has been used for cutting or scraping.

A broken fragment of (lint that shows use at one end, where the irregular fragment 
gives a point. 

— Long o m. x5 cent., 
wide 0 m. 01 cent. — From the old diluvial strata, Wadi^n Thebes. 
G. Schweinfurlh. 

This is the most elaborately worked implement in the collcclion. The larger end of a 
pebble has been worked on both sides to give a sharp edge; the smaller end makes 
a natural handle. There is a marked example of double use and double patination; 
the palinated part shows that long flakes were taken ofT, much in the same way 
during the first working as during the second. The 1" period shows a patination 
that has become brown, non lustrous and without any sign of red. The handle end 
shows an old break with a marked oebreous patina.

A roughly triangular flat nodule , the base of which shows marks of considerable pound- 
ing. Flakes are lifted from each side and run about 0 m. 02 cent, up the sides. 
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63017. Eolithic chopper. — Grey flint. — Long, o m. i 6 cent., wide o m. 
ti cenl., thick o m. o5 cent. — Thebes. G. Schweinfurth. 

A rough flat noduie^ one side of which is chipped and the edge so formed slightly broken.

— From the cemented gravels at Qoiirna Thebes. G. Schweinfurth. 

A small nodule worked along the edges.

A flake with a central ar^te. Both edges worn . ends squared and showing use.

It appears to he a natural flake used for scraping; while chalky patina.

A flat nodule of flint with the edges used.

A flake that may have been slightly broken at the edges from being used as a scraper.

A flake that may be of human origine. A small bulb.

A flake with a well made bulb slightly splintered. Covered with a white chalky patina, 
hut no definite signs of use.

The point is broad and almost like a hoe, or possibly it was not quite finished and 
would have had more of a point. This is the more likely as there is no place for the 
lashings of the hafting. One side is flat. 

63296. Miner’s pick (broad). — Light grey flint (sandy). — Patina n" 5. — 
Length o m. :ii 7 mill. — Wady Sheikh flint mines. Seton Karr. 

A very flat plate of flint roughed out along the edges into a serviceable miner's pick, for 
digging in the soft rock to get the flint plates and pebbles. The hafled end has a 
good notch for the lashings, and the point runs down at a broad angle, but is a 
strong serviceable point of triangular section. One side is left flat. 

63297. Miner’s pick (broad). — Light grey flint. — Patina deep in lone, owing to 
a dark substance that will scrape with a knife. — Length o m. soa mill.

A broad pick worked up on both sides, with a good notch for the lashings and a very 
round blunt point possibly broken in use.

A broad pick, with a good notch for the lashings and a broad round point possibly 
broken in work; one side is nearly flat, made from a very flat plate of flint, and like 
the other left the full thickness of the plate. 

— Light grey flint with a layer of very sandy flint 
on one side. — Patina n® 6 rather darker than the average, owing to 
the dark coating that will scrape with a knife. — I.ength o ni. 9 i S mill.

A broad pick, with a good notch for the lashings and a broken point. 

63300. Miner's pick (broad). — Light grey flint (sandy). — Patina n® 5. — 
Length o m. 9 o cent. — Wady Sheikh flint mines (pi. XII). Seton Karr. 

A broad miners pick, flat on one side and running to an edge on the other; good 
notch for the lashings and a point worn round by use.

In 
the first class, it was the thickness of the pick, and the breadth was gained by 
flaking; in this and the following, the breadth is the original thickness and the 
thickness of the pick is given by flaking to whatever thickness is desired. In this, 
the breadth is only o ro. o3 cent, and the thickness 0 m. o55 mill.

A very long straight implement running to a point. Possibly for a chisel or for similar 
uses.
